AS the sale 
of a rniue is followed by further investments 
In labor and machinery, U Is obvious that the 
ceuntrymay ejipoct a large addition to its 
wealth from this source. One of the peculiar 
features of Uie silver mines of Mexico, dis- 
tinguishing tb«m from (|| others. Is the larg« 
aize of the veins more than the richnvc ot 
the metajs. Many of the old mines tbat were 
considered exhausted long years ago are now 
yielding handsomely aud much of the ore 
tbat nas thrown aside as worthless oq ac- 
count- of tbe expftivte of extracting tbe metal 
Is now being worked over by -improved pro- 
cesses, yielding large returns. Three million 
dollars has already open Invested by Ameri- 
can capitalists in minus, mining machinery 
and aijilculturel lands la tbe state ot Chi- 
huahua alone.

not a mineral known to the world, with onn 
exieptlon, that is not fouud in Mexico. After 
all, her mineral wealth has been her bane, 
rather than her benetit. For it, she Iiai 
neglected the produce df her soil, her cereals, 
her fruit, her sugar, rice, and cottob.
